FARMER BOYS CONTEST 


The farmer boys of Oklahoma are 
receiving a great deal of encourage­ 
ment from the state board of agri­ 
culture and Supt. Bentley’s report 
shows that the boys are taking ad­ 
vantage of the situation. 
The competiiion between boys in 
the raising of corn is one of the fav­ 
ored projects of the board and not 
only is the state board taking no­ 
tice of the rivalry, but the federal 
department is also. The seed corn 
for the boys’ competition was fur­ 
nished 'by the state and the lads were 
given instructions by members of the 
agriculture college faculty. 
The report just issued by the board 
shows most of the yields to be from 
40 to 60 bushels per acre. The re­ 
port continues: 
“Boys’ corn growing clubs were or­ 
ganized last winier in many counties 
and the State Board of Agriculture 
sent free 4 pounds of seed corn to 
each of fourteen boys in at least sixty 
of the counties of the state. 
“It is interesting to know that a 
great many of these boys made a 
great success of their work. A num­ 
ber of them have won prizes at the 
various corn shows and fairs that 
have been held. And an acre yield 
and net profits many of these boys 
have caused their father^ and neigh­ 
bors to ‘take no ice.’ 
“Taking into consideration the un­ 
favorable corn weather of the past 
season and that the average yield of 
com in Oklahoma for 1909 is only 
14.4 bushels per acre, the yields re­ 
ported by many of these 
boys

O. D. shipments, strictly so call­ 
ed, are prohibited, 
but

terms of the statutes liewise strike 
down the practice of sending liquor 
into prohibition sta es by the ship­ 
ping order, or order notify method, 
pursuant to which methods the liquor 
dealer sends the original bill of lad­ 
ing, with draft attached, to some bank 
or other collecting agency, and the 
consignee, when he gets ready to 
take the shipment u*p, first calls upon 
such bank or other collecting agency 
pays the draft and takes up the bill 
of lading, which he presents to the 
interstate carrier and receives de­ 
livery of the shipment of liquor. 
‘“There can be no question but that 
such bank or other collecting agency 
when it collects the draft and de­ 
livers the bill of lading, is acting 
as the agent of the seller of the 
liquor for the purpose of complet­ 
ing the sale by collecting the pur­ 
chase price, and therefore such act 
of agency clearly falls wi bin the 
inhibition of the statute. 
The pen­ 
alty for a violation of this section 
of the statute is a fine of not more 
than $5,OOO. I take it that no bank 
in the State of Oklahoma will run 
the risk of subjecting itself to such 
a heavy penalty for the sake of act­ 
ing as a collecting agency of foreign 
liquor dealers. Particularly is this 
true when it is remembered that each 
collection would constitute a distinct 
and separate offense.” 
Attorney Caldwell states that all 
prosecutions will have to be made by 
the federal officers, but suggests that 
the state work in conjunction with 
the federal government, and admon­ 
ishes officers who know of such vio­ 
lations of the law to report them to 
the United states District Attorney, 
and to the Stale Enforcing Depart­ 
ment. 
The value of the new law to 
Oklahoma is given by Attorney Cald­ 
well as follows:* 
“In order to make a case against 
one charged with such illegal /pos­ 
session of Intoxicating liquor, it is 
only* necessary to prove two things, 
to-wit, the possession of the liquor 
and an intention of violating ay pro­ 
vision of the statute. When these two 
things are* shown to occur the guilt 
of the defendant is established abso­ 
lutely. Now, under

prosecuting 
attorneys 
throughout the state will be able to 
prove the fact of possession of such 
liquors by resorting to the records 
of 
the 
interstate carriers. 
These 
records have, heetofore, -been of little 
practical value, owing to the fact 
that fictitious names were used and 
the shipments were not plainly mark­ 
ed as to the nature or quantity of 
the contenu of the packages. The 


(fictitious shipments and requires that 
each package be plainly marke I to 
show the name of the consignee, tbs 
nature and the quanti y of the con­ 
tents thereof. Hie records of the ‘in­ 
ternal© carrier will also be very 
Strong, and in many instances con­

LAW UPHELD BY FURMAN 


RULING OF LOGAN COUNTY JUDGE 


REVERSED. 


Judge Claimed Title of BHI Was Not 


Sufficient to Convict the 


Defendant. 


Guthrie, Okla., Jan. 4.—The con­ 
stitutionality of .hat clause of the 
prohibition law making it an offense 
to have intoxicating liquors in pos­ 
session for illegal purposes, was i p- 
held in a decision by Justice H. M. 
Furman of the criminal court of ap­ 
peals today. 
The case at issue originated in the 
county court of 'Logan county. Coun­ 
ty Judge Strong upheld the confen- 
tion of attorneys for George Hotter, 
charged with having in his posses­ 
sion sixty pints of whisky for il­ 
legal purposes, that the prohibition 
law was defective 'because the title 
of the Hoill was not sufficient to cov­ 
er the clause in ques ion. ‘ Section 
one of Article three of Senate Bill 
No. sixty-one,’* held Judge Strong, 
is void for the reason that said clause 
embraces a new and different sub­ 
ject matter from the title to said 
act. 
This ruling is tha: reversed today 
fry Justice Furman, who holds that 
the clause is constitutional and valid.

the doughnut and the heat of the 
cake evaporates the water almost in­ 
stantly. After the frying is done al­ 
low the water to become cold and 
take from it the lard which has be­ 
come hard. This is a great economy 
of lard, and in taking the superfluous 
fat from the doughnuts you render 
them easier of digestion.

Measure two even cupfuls of Ane 
bread crumbs. 
Pour over the top a 
quarter of a cup of melted butter. Mix 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
sugar 
with 
grated yellow rind and the juice of one 
lemon and four gratings of nutmeg. 
Butter a baking dish and scatter in 
some crumbs. 
Put in 
one pint 
of 
sliced, pared and cored apples. Scat­ 
ter one-half of the seasoning; another 
pint of apples, the remainder of the 
seasoning, and cover with the last of 
the crumbs. Put a cover on the dish 
and bake 20 minutes; uncover and 
bake 20 minutes more. 


Oyster Pie. 
Put one quart of oysters with their 
juice in double boiler, add large lump 
of butter, a cup of boiling water, and 
salt and pepper to taste. Let cook un­ 
til outer edge of oyster shrivels, then 
thicken with a little flour thickening, 
and cook two ar three minutes to 
thicken gravy. 
Pour this in pudding 
dish lined with rich pie crust, and 
cover top also with crust; let cook in 
quick oven about 
twenty minutes, 
until it is a golden brown on top, and 
serve bot from table.

The records of the in- 
terstate carrier will also be very 
s.trongt and in "raanv instances con- 
clusive, circumstantial evidence as to 
the crlmial 'nteiH of thu detenrtaa , 
for the reason .hat they must now 
show each shipment, delivery and the 
nature and quantity thereof, and from 
this It will not be difficult for any 
in elllgent and honeet jury to readily

true when It is remembered that each

Attorney Oald'well sibates that all 


prosecutions will have to ibe made by 
the federal officers, but suggests tha^t 
the state work in conjunction with 
the federal government, and admon- 
ishes officers who know of aucn vio- 
lations of the law to report them to 
the United States TMstrict Attorney, 
and to the Sta e Enforcing Depart- 
ment. The value of the new law to
